| ALTERNATE FURROW IRRIGATION HOLDS 
DOWN RANK GROWTH OF COTTON PLANTS 


By Ralph L. Worrell 


Farm Advisor 
Cotton growers who want the 


highest possible production from 
fields this year are advised to at- 
tempt to hold down too rank a 
growth of cotton. 

Rank growing cotton tends to 
shed the squares. Although large- 
sized sturdy plants are desired, if 
the growth is too rank and suc- 
culent the plants do not set as 
heavy as a crop of boles. 

One practical way of holding 
down growth of cotton plants is 
to run the irrigation water in 
every second furrow. By irrigat- 
ing in this manner, the amount of 
water which is available for the 
plants will be sufficient for ordin- 
ary needs and yet there is not 
enough to stimulate the plants to 
making rank growth. This method 
of alternate furrow irrigation 
should be started when the plants 
reach the height where they ap- 
pear to become too rank. Ordin- 
arily this will be when the plants 
get about three feet high. 

If the alternate furrow method 
of irrigation is used the water can 


furrows in between.| Experience 
in the field has shown that it 
pmaxes little difference, as long as 


the water is just available to the 
plants in every second furrow at 
each irrigation.

nent plans. 

The two councilmen, in addition to City Manager Harold Corbin, 
looked with favor upon such a move and now, City Engineer Don 
Baird and fair board members will get together to draw up a more 
detailed plan as to use of the ball park area — keeping in mind of 
course that use of the ball park for baseball and softball shall not be 
impaired, 

Actually, considerable mutual benefit seems possible in that if 
livestock barns are set in such a manner that wall of the barns be- 
comes the ball park fences, then the problem of replacing the present 
old fence will be taken care of. 

Location of the fair on this city property also offers a widened 
~usé of the property and the eventual development of a desirable city 
recreation area to tie in with the present Murry park and municipal 
golf course. 

Placing of building and equipment, now owned by the fair as- 
sociation, on this city property, will not be an overnight job. Rather, 
it will be a job of development over a period of years — a job that 
will of necessity have to be done only as fast as funds are available. 

But if development of a fair grounds is looked upon as a long- 
time community project, and if thé fair board, the city and civic and 
farm organizations pool their efforts, total result, in the years ahead, 
can be a highly worthwhile community development.

Aphis On Cotton 


Reports indicate that scattered 
infestations of aphis are appear- 
ing on cotton throughout Tulare 
county and growers are urged to 
watch their fields carefully and 
to treat them immediately. The 
safest dust to use and one which 
is quite effective is nico-dust. 
This is a material which has nico- 
tine sulfate as a base. Benzene 
hexachloride has also given good 
control. If the farmer is plan- 
ning to dust his field with para- 
thion to control two-spotted mites, 
he will find that this material will 
also control aphis.

PENETRATION OF IRRIGATION WATER __ 


IMPORTANT FACTOR 


1OF COTTON ‘ACCORDING TO: ADVISOR 


One of the. most important fac- 
tors-in growing a good crop of 
cotton in the San Joaquin valley 
is adequate penetration of irriga- 
tion water into the soil. 

A number of fields have been 
surveyed recently in Tulare coun- 
ty “where the* growth of cotton 
plants is greatly. reduced in cer-: 
tain spots. In most cases this 
has been found to be due to poor 
penetration of the irrigation water 
into the soil. Cotton is a rather 
deep-rooted plant and wherever 
possible ranchers should attempt 
to secure penetration of irrigation 
water to a depth of at least three 
or four feet. 

Use of a soil probe or soil auger 
will often show that penetration 
of water has been too shallow in

Mr. Green pointed out that dairy 
farmer requests for an increase 
stem from the fact that alfalfa 
hay, the principal source of a 
dairy cow’s food, has gone up 33 
per cent in price since January.

Milk in California has increas- 
ed in price less than all other 
foods, according to the Dairy In-. 
‘stitute head. In San Francisco all 
foods are 240% of the 1935-39 
index. Milk today is.162% of] 
that index. In Los Angeles all 
j foods are 225% and milk is 
ji74%- Milk distributors in the 
Sacramento area have received’ no 
price relief since 1948.
